all employers 
of females 
in the 
county to the law governing and 
regulating such employment and 
demand 
strict compliance 
with 
this law 
Sections 
717 
and 
718 
of the 
Penal Code of 
Arizona 
1913 
reads as follows

No female shall be employed or 
permitted 
to work in any mercantile 
establishment 
confectionery store bak¬ 
ery laundry hotel restaurant or tele 
phone or telegraph othce 
exchange 
in this State 
more 
than eight 
hours 
during any one day or more than fifty 
six hours during any one week 
provid 
¬ 
ed that at least one hour for meals be 
allowed each female during her work ¬ 
ing period 
but 
part of such 
hour 
for Ineals shall be included as a part of 
the permitted working period 
provided 
further that the said eight hour period 
of work shall 
be performed 
within 
period of twelvo 
houra 
tho period of 
twelve hours during which 
such labor 
must be performed not to be applicable 
to railroad restaurants or eating houses 
located upon railroad rights of way and 
operated by or under contract with any 
railroad company 
and provided further 
that in any such
